the Committee . He felt that the draft was unsatisfactory since it 
did not adequately reflect the actions that had been taken and 
were being taken and that it gave the ia^ression that we were not 
in as good a position to estimate the technical effectiveness of 
broadcasting as previously reported. He suggested the advisability 
of reconsideration of the NSC-169 policy with a view to possibly 
recommending minor changes therein. Ee had arranged to postpone 
the due date of the report until after the S chramm conference so 
that we now have several weeks to propose any desired changes. 

k. During the discussion, the following points were made: 

a. The Joint approach to monitoring now being worked 
out in the USCIB is not viewed with favor by USIA. There 
is some feeling that a separate requirement for NSC-169 
monitoring might meet with success if not carried in through 
State's intelligence channels.
